DALLAS, Tex., July 27 (UP) 
—Virtually complete returns 
from Saturday’s Democratic pri- 
mary showed today that Gov. 
Allan Shivers led his three op- 
ponents by a plurality of nearly 
20,000 but faced a run-off Aug. 
28. 


The Texas Election Bureau, 
counting returns from all of the 
state’s 254 counties—220 of them 
complete—reported Shivers had 
650,919 votes to 632,040 for 
Ralph W. Yarborough, the Aus- 
tin attorney he beat by 345,000 
ballots two years ago.

BONN, July 27. 


HE DIPLOMATIC offensive started by Moscow in the after- 

math of the Geneva conference has as its avowed aim the 

neutralization of a Germany that has rebuilt its strength in an 
astonishingly short time after the defeat of 1945. 

The warning in the latest Russian note is that a rearmed 
Germany means the revival of German militarism and another 


world war. 


This touches a fear that haunts 
millions in western Europe who 


have known the horrors of two 


terrible conflicts. But the new- 
est Soviet move plays on hope 
as well as fear. Here in Ger- 
many the hope is for the reuni- 
fication of the two halves of the 
bisected -fatherland and it is 
a hope with a powerful appeal. 

While the Russian note merely 
revives the concept put forward 
at Berlin and dressed up again 
in March of an All-European Se- 
curity pact, offering nothing 
new, it should not be discounted. 

Two-Edged Weapon. 

As a two-edged weapon it may 
help to delay a final decision 
in France on German rearma- 
ment and it will certainly en- 
courage those in West Germany 
who believe that terms can be 
worked out with the Russians 
for uniting east and west in a 
unified state.

At a convention of his: party 
in Berlin, Social Democratic 
Leader Erich Ollenhauer at- 
tacked the United States for 
insisting on a European Defense 
Community with rearmament 
for West Germany in the EDC 
framework. Throughout his 
speech, which came only a few 
days before the Russian note, 
the Socialist leader called for 
more . four-power talks that 
would eventually bring p 
unification.

The Socialist party convention 
later adopted a resolution sup- 
porting Germ rearmament but 
with conditions atta that 
would make it all but impos- 
sible, or at any rate make it 
impossible within aur EDC rat- 
ified by France: Rearmament 
should come; the resolution de- 
clared, only after it had been 
demonstrated that effective 
agreement could not be reached 
for unit the divided nation. 

Opposition. 

The Socialists were over- 
whelmingly defeated by Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauers Chris- 
tian Democratic party in the 
elections last September. They 
seem likely to become a chronic 
opposition party, and not a very 
effective one at that. But the 
line they are taking on unifica- 
tion is a shrewd one with a wide 
appeal, particularly since Ade- 
nauer’s plans for West German 
rearmament have so long been 
frustrated by delays in France 
and. Italy in ratifying the EDC 
treaty. , 

Voices on the right, some of 


them with influence, have in 
recent months been raised in 
favor of an approach to Russia 
looking to a settlement that 
would get Russian troops out of 
East Germany and American, 
British and Franch troops out 
of West Germany. These are 
lagely neutralist voices but 
they get some inspiration from 
the view held through the years 
by important German elements 
that Germany should choose 
the East rather than the West 
and ally itself with Russia. This 
last assumes that Germany has 
now reached a point at which 
it can make a choice. 


The controversy that. seems 
about to enter a final phase is 
not just a matter of politics and 
votes at home or of. power poli- 
tics abroad in ‘the pattern that 
brought the German people to 
an agony of suffering and ruin. 

It must be recognized that 
there are millions of West Eu- 
ropeans, including many in 
West Germany, who are con- 
vinced that Germany rearma- 
ment is the first move on the 
return to inevitable war. Nor 
are they convinced by the arg- 
ument that if rearmament is not 
controlled within EDC it will 
take place on a national and far 
more dangerous basis. 

Resurgent Drive. 

Without looking too hard one 

can find signs of a repetition of 


the resurgent and arrogant drive 


for power that culminated in 
Hitler’s revival - of German 
jarmed might. The great coal, 
iron and steel combines, sup- 
posedly put asundér by decree 
of the Allies after 1945 are being 
reassembled more or less openly. 
The next step; the fearful are 
saying, will be a revival of the 
arms industry. 

To this reporter the EDC 
argument seems irrefutable. 
German rearmament in one 
form or another, is going to 
come as the resurgénce of Ger- 
man strength has come. There 
is a chance that it can be con- 
tained’ within the . Eurdépean 
framework. With a Western 
Europe united and strong the 
aggressive designs of the Com- 
munists will be nullified. 

At the same time the erful 
arguments. raised against this 
proposition cannot be merely 
brushed aside. Perhaps the most 
forceful of these arguments is 
the very fact of the German de- 
sire for vwmdication and the 
threat that once armed the West 
Germans will be unable to resist 
marching to the rescue of their 
brothers in the east. 

The venerabie chancellor is 
just now communing with na- 
ture and his own thoughts in his 
retreat in the Black Forest. He 
is seeing no one in this interval. 
It is a kind of preparation for 
the struggle to come when a 
decision must be taken .on the 
future of this land that has seen 
so much of blood, sweat and 
tears.

than 300 cases were reported, 
including one death. First hit 
were Corsicana Poultry of Cor- 
sicana, Producers Produce of 
Lampasas, Swift & Co. of Tyler, 
and Market Produce of Brady. 

Veterinarians traced the dis- 
ease to sick turkeys. Most of the 
plants did not close, but con- 
tinued to ship turkeys to market 
from the sick flocks. This has 
been proved by Public Health 
authorities. 

Here is one confidential re- 
port..made by Field Inspector 
S. B. Donelson after checking on 
the Producers Produce plant at 
Lampasas: 

“On or about Mey 4, 1954, a 
sick flock of turkeys was pro- 
cessed at the plant,” Donelson 
informed Washington. “I started 
work there May 12, 1954, at 
which time some of the em- 
ployes were ill. Others became 
ill within the next week or two, 
until 26 of the 65 employes were 
affected. There have been two 
relapses..among the 26. .The 
plant did not close due to this 
outbreak.” 

The Army, worried about the 
health of its G.I.s, rejected two 
carlots of turkeys from Market 
Produce of Brady. The plant 
then sold the same _ 60,000 
pounds to civilian buyers. A 
company spokesman admitted 
reselling the rejected turkeys 
but claimed the Army was being 
overcautious in turning them 
down.

The company Said. testing of 
the four-jet plane, the 707, is 
progressing extremely well and 
ahead of schedule, 

A. M. Johnston, Boeing’s chief 
of flight test at Seattle, kept the 
plane up three hours and 55 min- 
utes in its longest test. It climbea 
to 42,000 feet and reached a 
maximum speed of miles an 
hour on its thi third flight, July 19. 

The 707, to be called the jet 
stratoliner when used as a com- 
mercial transport plane, is de- 
signed to carry from 80 to 130 
passengers. As a military plane, 
it will be capable of aerial re- 
fueling of the Air Force’s fastest 
jet bombers en route to targets. 

The $15,000,000 jet was flown 
for the first time July 15.

Eisenhower has turned down 
Tariff Commission proposals for 
higher duties on briar pipes, 
shears and scissors and ground 
fish fillets. He approved in part 
a recommendation for increas- 
ing the duty on alsike clover- 
seed. 

But the pressure for higher 
tariffs on Swiss watch move- 
ments has been built largely on 
claims the domestic watchmak- 
ing craft is essential to national 
defense. The industry was the 
major wartime producer of pre- 
cision instruments and timing 
devices. 


Unique Skills. 

A Senate Armed Services sub- 
committee, after hearing mili- 
tary officials testify to the 
“unique” skills of the watch and 
clock trade, reported on Satur- 
day that the industry must be 
kept “alive and vital.” 

Domestic companies have com- 
plained that rising imports from 
Switzerland are damaging the 
market for American ‘watch- 
works and causing layoffs which 
are scattering the trained work- 
ing force. 

Employment in the domestic 
industry, the Commerce Depart- 
ment says, has dropped from 
12,000 at the end of World War 
II to 9500. About 85 per cent of 
the watch movements and jew- 
eled bearings’ now used in this 
country are imported. 

Importers Reply. 

Importers contend the watch 
industry is not the sole maker 
of instruments and timers, not- 
ing that camera producers fur- 
nished them in World War II. 
They also argue that if Switzer- 
land’s doHar-earning exports are 
reduced by the higher tariff 
wall, the Swiss will be able to 
buy fewer American farm prod- 
ucts and manufactured items. 

Lead and zinc producers also 
have a strong claim te defense 
essentiality. 

The decision on lead and zinc 
tariffs was due last week but 
was postponed by the President. 
Thirty-two Senators signed a let- 
ter asking Mr. Eisenhower to 
approve the metals tariff in- 
crease, saying this would allevi- 
ate unemployment in the indus- 
try and avert mine and smelter 
shutdowns.

York, had held that additional 
funds were not needed for the 
educational program. A sub- 
committee headed by Repre- 


said that for many a year the 
Office of Education has been 
getting appropriations on the 
grounds that it does “ tially 
the same research and fact and 
opinion gathering in the educa- 
tion field that is envisioned by 
the three activities.” 

One of the bills provides for 
48 state meetings in which edu- 
cators and others would appraise 
their problems and start action 
to solve them. Following the 
state conferences, the President 
will call a White House confer- 
ence on education in 1955 to 
look at the situation nationally. 
A White House statement said 
the state conferences undoubt- 
edly would consider such prob- 
lems as: 

“Maintaining an adequate 
supply of well-prepared teach- 
ers; 

“Financing school buildings 
and equipment; 
“Financing education; 
“Improving local and 
education organizations; 

“Providing education to meet 
today’s needs for the individual 
and for a democratic society.” 

Another of the new laws au- 
thorizes the Federal Office of 
Education to conduct co-opera- 
tive research programs with ed- 
2 institutions and agen- 
cies. 

The other provides for crea- 
tion of the national advisory 
committee on education. This 
nine-member group would meet 
several times a year and make 
recommendations on: 

“The initiation of task forces 
to study educational problems of 
national concern; 

“Appropriate action indicated 
by such studies.”
